Old transit items— 
from token counters to a 
train car— are up for auction 
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ByMickSwasko i redeye 
Want to buy a CTA train car? 

It’s possible, thanks to an online 
auction that went live today featuring 
memorabilia and equipment from 
the Chicago Transit Authority 

Rick Levin, president of auction 
house Levin and Associates, said this 
is the first time the CTA has auc- 
tioned off memorabilia to the public. 
Items in the auction include vintage 
signage, token counters and even an 
entire 2200 series rail car. 

“ You can be the first kid on your 
block not to just have a toy train set, 
but a full-size train,” Levin said. 

The auction began Thursday and 
ends Dec. 18. Items will be availible 
for pick up Dec. 19 and 20, and the 
CTA has a final say on what bids are 
accepted and which are not. All items 
have a starting bid of $0. 

“It’s not really done to be a revenue 
maker,” CTA spokesperson Lambrini 
Lukidis said. “We don’t know what 
we’re going to get out of this.” 

In the case of the rail car, Lukidis 
said, the agency would seek at least a 
$4,000 bid, the amount a car would 
go for if it were sold for scrap. Many 
of the items in the auction are 40 to 
60 years old, she said, and the effort is 
a way for the agency to test the mar- 
ket for CTA memorabilia among col- 
lectors and rail fanatics.

Christmas comes early every year for Bridgid Defranceschi of Lakeview. 

On Saturday morning, she’ll do as she always does— wake up energized 
after a long night’s sleep, prepare eggs and toast for her friends and fam- 
ily and don her best Christmas outfit— to go boozing for 12 hours. 


For the past five years, Defranceschi has 
partied in a thousands- strong, daylong 12 Bars 
of Christmas (TBOX) pub crawl in Wrig- 
leyville that features costumes, stickers and 
enough cereal to make Grape Nuts lovers, 
uh, go nuts. 

In past years, she has encountered a man 
wearing a wooden sleigh with lady reindeer 
and formed longtime friendships in bar bath- 
room lines. This year, she will strap on avia- 
tor goggles and with a handful of her friends 
will day drink as aviation pioneer and femi- 


nist icon Amelia Earhart 
to coincide with TBOX’s 
airline theme. 

“I’ve kind of made it 
a tradition. That’s like 
my Christmas with my 
friends,” said Defranceschi, 

28. “It gets kind of crazy” 

TBOX, which began in 1996 
as a small bar crawl between friends, 
is expected to attract about 23,000 partici- 
pants, many in costumes, this year. The goal

of the day, which begins at 8 a.m., is to hit 12 
of the 50 -plus Wrigleyville-area bars. 

But before you grab your jingle bells and 
hit the streets Saturday, know that 
this year’s TBOX comes with a 
twist— one that incorporates 
122 security officers, 230 bar- 
ricades, 50 porta-potties, 
and two cleanup shifts of 
10 people. 

TBOX officials are 
hoping they go from the 
naughty list to the nice list 
after a 23 -year-old man was 
arrested and charged with ag- 
gravated battery causing great 
bodily harm for allegedly stabbing a 
man with a broken beer bottle last year in the 
bathroom of Red Ivy, a TBOX stop, after the 


event was officially over. 

At least one business reported to the me- 
dia that it sustained a broken window from a 
fight that involved guys wearing TBOX gear. 

In the months after last year’s crawl, TBOX 
established an advisory committee of bars 
and business groups, devised an emergency 
plan and received a special event permit nor- 
mally reserved for festivals, not bar crawls. 

But this is no ordinary crawl. About 23,000 
revelers were present last year, and TBOX of- 
ficials hope their newly enacted measures will 
keep the 17-year-old tradition alive. 

The cost of the additional security, bath- 
rooms, Dumpsters and aid stations won’t be 
known until after the event, but “it’s a signifi- 
cant investment,” said TBOX spokeswoman 
Lissa Druss Christman of Serafin & Associ- 
ates, a public relations firm retained this fall

by event creator Chris Festa. “Chris just really 
wanted to improve {TBOX}.” 

On the stabbing incident — still in the court 
system— that inspired the changes, Christ- 
man said, “It was an anomaly and it was un- 
fortunate it happened.” 

It’s not Santa who will be checking on 
TBOX this year, but Wrigleyville business 
owners and residents, some of whom have 
complained about the public intoxication 
and urination and unwieldy crowds that have 
earned TBOX a spot with St. Patrick’s Day 
and Blackhawks Stanley Cup celebrations as 
top Chicago party days. 

Still, Lakeview officials say they are encour- 
aged by the TBOX changes this year. 

“We’re really pleased about the enhance- 
ments and improvements,” said Erin Duffy 
director of community outreach for Aid. Tom 


Tunney (44th), whose ward is TBOX central. 
“We think it’s going to be a great event and 
work well with the community” 

Despite these adjustments, Joshua Collins 
won’t be back to TBOX this year. 

Collins moved from Washing- 
ton to Chicago last summer 
and heard from friends that 
TBOX is a jolly day So the 
Lakeview resident slipped 
on a Santa hat and festive 
T-shirt and prepared for joy 
Instead, he said, he spent 
seven hours standing in 
lines and fighting crowds and 
watching fights break out. 

TBOX recommends that event 
virgins like Collins wear a sticker that tells 
other festgoers to “treat you gently and help

you along if you’re confused.” That didn’t hap- 
pen for Collins. 

“The actual experience was more of like 
going to a concert, but without the redeem- 
ing music you go for,” said Col- 
lins, 30. “When you got into a 
bar, there was really no place 
to go. It was like being on a 
packed T car. You’re shoved 
up against people, and it’s 
really not that fun. 

“I did what I was sup- 
posed to do. I wore the 
cheesy buttons and all that 
stuff. Didn’t really help the ex- 
perience.” 

Heather Way Kitzes, executive 
director of the Lakeview Chamber of Com- 
merce, said lack of crowd control appeared to 


be the No. 1 issue last year. 

Way Kitzes, one of 11 members of the 
TBOX advisory committee, said it seemed 
party crashers also were a problem last year. 
TBOXers are required to have tickets, which 
cost $45, and bars cannot let anyone but par- 
tygoers with wristbands in during designated 
hours. 

Way Kitzes said TBOX helps bring foot 
traffic to the Clark Street area at a time when 
business can be slow A ’90s TBOXer, she is 
optimistic for this year’s event. 

“Those enhancements will play a big part 
in the success of TBOX,” Way Kitzes said. 
“I think if it goes horribly wrong this year, 
I think it will be heavily evaluated going 
forward.”

Putin steps into

KIEV, Ukraine As thousands of pro-European- 
integration protesters in Kiev’s Independence 
Square were rebuilding barricades that were 
destroyed the previous day by police, Russian 
President Vladimir Putin maintained a focus 
Thursday on Ukraine.

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‘Punk Singer’ subject 
Kathleen Hanna still a 
fighter after decades

The scene: Newark deli counter. A woman 
is berating the employees, calling them idiots 
and telling them both they and the food are 
disgusting. Kathleen Hanna, long a powerful 
voice for human decency as frontwoman for 
’90s punk band Bikini Kill, is there. And she 
can’t stand by in silence. 

“I actually got up in this woman’s face and 
called her some really bad names,” Hanna, 
now the singer of The Julie Ruin, says of the 
recent incident. 

“It was partially because the people work- 
ing behind the counter maybe couldn’t say, 
‘Hey I think you’re a real jerk’ because they 
could lose their jobs. But I wasn’t working 


and I had the ability to say that, and if I 
worked there I would want to see somebody 
walk up and tell that person what an [bleep] 
hole they were. And I did; I told her she was 
an [bleepjhole. 

‘And some other choice words which I 
won’t repeat.” 

That social action won’t be surprising to 
anyone who sees “The Punk Singer,” which 
charts the life and career of the now 45-year- 
old Hanna. The documentary, which opens 
Friday, focuses on not just Hanna’s bands 
Bikini Kill and Le Tigre, but her role in the 
Riot Grrrl movement, her marriage to the 
Beastie Boys’ Adam Horovitz and her friend- 
ship with Kurt Cobain. In case you didn’t 
know: Hanna inspired “Smells Like Teen 
Spirit” by spray-painting “Kurt smells like 
teen spirit” on a wall.

“The Punk Singer" deals with some things 
that happened 20 years ago, yet a lot of the 
women’s issues are still very prevalent and 
the music industry is not better. How should 
I feel about that? 

I think you should be pissed, and you should 
start a petition on Change.org. No, you 
should go out in the street and scream! I 
don’t know. I mean, I feel totally crazy. I 
feel the same way I did in the ’90s. I’m like, 
“Really, you’re challenging abortion again? 
What other amendments are we going to 
just go after?” It’s absolutely insane. I hear 
these young girls who are in bands talking 
about the sexism and the racism that they’re 
experiencing and I’m just, like, really an- 
noyed, but at the same time I go to shows 
and there actually is female participation. 
There’s way more women in bands; there’s 
way more women in audiences. When we 
first started playing, there ’d be like three 


women, maybe five women at a show. 

And that’s something positive that’s really 
changed. 

On the overall spectrum of how far there is 
to go, have we covered a lot of the ground? 

I think that it’s always one step forward and 
[two steps] back. History really is not linear. It 
goes through waves, especially with feminism, 
where people are really interested in it again, 
and I think now is one of those times. I mean, 
Miley Cyrus just came out saying, “I’m one 
of the biggest feminists in the world.” When 
does it happen when a young pop star does 
that? Whether you love her or you hate her, 
it’s pretty interesting that she’s using that 
word and that’s such a mainstream context. 

... I’ve always thought that there’s just as 
many different kinds of feminism as there are 
people in the world. So whatever. If [Miley 
Cyrus] thinks she’s a feminist, she’s a feminist.

A double dose of sweetness probably can 
be expected when the Walt Disney com- 
pany makes a movie about the Walt Disney 
company making a movie. Did Travers really 
cuddle up to a big Mickey stuffed animal in a 
departure from her otherwise salty exterior? I 
don’t know Was Walt Disney a squeaky-clean 
saint who had all the charm of Tom Hanks 
and, in this case, merely wanted to make a 
Mary Poppins movie to honor a promise to 
his daughters? Highly questionable.

ability of “Saving Mr. Banks,” which gets a 
lot of mileage from Thompson’s full com- 
mitment to Travers’ testiness. In constant 
bickering with the folks tackling the film’s 
script and music (Bradley Whit ford, Jason 
Schwartzman, B.J. Novak), Travers personi- 
fies stubbornness, and that’s putting it nicely 
She doesn’t want songs, animated penguins 
or the color red in the movie. Mr. Banks 
shouldn’t have a mustache, no matter what 
Walt Disney requests. Forget about making 
up words— in response to “Supercalifragilis- 
ticexpialidocious” she bellows, “What on 
Earth are you talking about?” 

Directed by John Lee Hancock (“The 
Blind Side”) and co-written by one of the 
writers of the “Fifty Shades of Grey” film 
(which probably will feature far fewer 
stuffed animals), “Saving Mr. Banks” al- 
ternates between the Poppins business in 


1961 and Travers’ upbringing in Australia, 
where she adores her alcoholic father (Colin 
Farrell). The film means to show Travers’ 
personal connection to her writing and how 
a happy child became an adult crank, and 
there’s no doubting the story’s effective 
document of the very Disney-like reclaim- 
ing of innocence. 

Still, during the somewhat ponderous 
flashback sequences, it’s hard not to think, 


“Get back to the funny business of mov- 
iemaking!” And while “Saving Mr. Banks” 
would have to plead guilty to endorsing the 
magic of Disneyland (which Travers calls a 
“dollar-printing machine”) and the splendor 
of its “Mary Poppins” film, it’s innocent 
of offering only self-promotion. That’s an 
important thing to note about a woman 
whose father taught her about the evils of the 
almighty dollar.

Going into the 
roughly 153 -min- 
ute “The Hobbit: 

The Desolation of 
Smaug,” my ques- 
tions were, “Is it pain- 
fully slow like ‘The 
Hobbit: An Unex- 
pected Journey 7 ?” and “Wasn’t Smaug already 
uh, desolate?” I mean, Smaug sounds like a 
mountain, and I’m sure I’m not the only one 
who enjoyed Peter Jackson’s adaptation of 
J.R.R. Tolkien’s “Lord of the Rings” series 
but can’t keep track of every fantasy location 
from Bree to Hogwarts. (Just kidding, Potter 
fans, just kidding.) 

Actually, you may or may not remember (I 
obviously didn’t), Smaug is a humongous, evil 
dragon voiced by Benedict Cumberbatch and 
awoken in this prequel sequel, which, fol- 
lowing its snoozy predecessor, also feels like 
rousing a sleeping dragon. This time Jackson 
actually delivers a watchable movie— not just 
an elongated (and, if you saw “Journey” in the 
unfortunate 48-frames-per-second technolo- 
gy, very weird-looking) return to terrain that’s 
already taken up a half-day of screen time. At 
the start of “Smaug,” Gandalf (Ian McKel- 
len), who still runs quite well for a huge old 
wizard carrying a large stick, encourages 
dwarf Thorin Oakenshield (Richard Armit- 
age), the heir to the throne of Durin— stay 
with me here— to “Take back your home- 
land!” When Gandalf bellows, you oblige. 

A year later, Thorin, Gandalf, several

other bearded dwarves and prime burglar 
and lovable hobbit Bilbo Baggins (Martin 
Freeman) are continuing the journey begun 
in “Journey” And this time, the story really 
moves. The dwarves’ rocky relationship with 
the elves yields an excellent escape in barrels 
and a well-handled flirtation between dwarf 
Kili (Aidan Turner) and elfTauriel (Evan- 
geline Lilly). Snarling, hideous ores call her 
“She-elf.” If they were smarter, they’d just say 
“Shelf.” 

Maybe it’s because being wrapped in a web 
by a giant spider, as happens to Bilbo and 
company is high on my list of Things I Don’t 
Want to Happen to Me Ever, but “Smaug” 
consistently and surprisingly thrills. It is 
long, and it’s easy to zone out as characters 
say things like, “The power in that fortress 
will only grow stronger.” But this time, big 
doesn’t mean bloated. A chase sequence 
down a river practically turns a dwarf into a 
missile, and the pep in the numerous con- 
flicts makes the elegance of precisely shot 
arrows and impeccably detailed locations 
regain their sense of grandeur. Ditto for the 
bravery of underdogs who stare danger in the 
face, even if it requires them to balance on 
their tiptoes. 

Wake up, “Hobbit” haters: It’s time to 
believe again.

It’s worth recogniz- 
ing that “Hours” 
was scheduled for 
release Friday well 
before the shocking 
death of its star, Paul 
Walker, on Nov: 30. 
The film isn’t cashing 
in on tragedy; it’s merely an example of a 
terrible coincidence. 

The film’s content is harder to defend. 

Set against Hurricane Katrina in 2005 New 
Orleans, “Hours” isn’t based on a true story 
and has a whiff of a screenwriter’s “What 
if?” After rushing his pregnant wife, Abigail 
(Genesis Rodriguez), to the hospital, Nolan 
(Walker) soon learns that Abigail has died 
but their five weeks-premature daughter has 
lived. The timing couldn’t be worse: With 
the storm intensifying and the hospital 
evacuating, Nolan becomes stranded as his

baby, who needs to be on a ventilator for 
48 hours, struggles to breathe. Every three 
minutes, Nolan must recharge the battery; 
he sets his watch timer to ensure he doesn’t 
crank the lever a second too late. 

In fact, “Seconds” would have been a more 
appropriate title, but perhaps that sounds 
too much like a movie about a buffet. 

Considering the high percentage of 
African-Americans affected by Katrina, 
there’s no excuse for writer-director Eric 
Heisserer (the writer of the remakes of ‘A 
Nightmare on Elm Street” and “The Thing”) 
to have the only established black characters 
be a doctor who bails on Nolan and a thief 
scouting for drugs. What begins as a tight- 
but-contrived drama about a man fighting 



through an impossible situation becomes 
dangerously close to an action-thriller with- 
out moral complications. The one difficult 
choice Nolan makes isn’t presented as cross- 
ing any figurative lines, but only doing what 
he has to for his child. 

And yet— and I promise to be judging the 
star’s performance objectively, rather than 
in the wake of his passing— even when the 
movie and some ill-advised lighter moments 
let him down, Walker (“The Fast and the 


Furious,” “Varsity Blues”) holds his own. In 
flashbacks showing the beginning and pro- 
gression of Nolan and Abigail’s relationship, 
he’s charming but not overly weightless. In 
moments of despair, he emotes credibly 
So credit Walker, an actor without a ton 
of memorable performances under his belt 
but here asked to carry an entire film, for 
bringing “Hours” as far as it goes. We can 
only wonder about any further steps he 
might have taken.

And the Golden Globe goes to ... ‘Frozen?

Let’s take a collective deep breath and begin 
with the good news from this morning’s suf- 
ficiently ridiculous Golden Globes nomina- 
tions. 

» Julia Louis-Dreyfus (“Enough Said”) and Gre- 
ta Gerwig (“Frances Ha”) deservedly appear in 
the Best Actress (Musical or Comedy) category 
* See those movies, people; they’re really good. 

» To no one’s surprise, “12 Years a Slave” justly 
earns nominations in almost every category 
it could. Hoping Michael Fassbender wins 
Best Supporting Actor. 

» Great performances in unusual movies 
weren’t ignored, meaning noms for Joaquin 
Phoenix (“Her”) and Oscar Isaac (“Inside

Hey, Hollywood 
Foreign Press: Can you please define the 
difference between comedy and drama

Just because a 
movie is funny doesn’t necessarily mean 
it’s a comedy, and just because a film has an 
emotional component doesn’t mean it’s a 
drama.

A suburban burger joint 
duplicates in Lakeview 


I must admit that as much as I adore 
my name— The Great Burgerelli has 
a nice ring to it, yes?— there are times 
when it can feel a tad formal. At those 
times, my cohorts refer to me simply 
as “Burger Boss,” or “Boss” for short. 
That considered, you can understand 
why I took interest in the recent 
opening of Burger Boss in Lakeview, 
a second location of the original in 
west suburban Elmwood Park run by 
brothers Nick and Anthony Gam- 
bino. Would these fine lads do my 
nickname justice?

The burger: Let it be known that I am seri- 
ous about quality So serious, in fact, that I 
dream of one day building a burger lab to 
study in detail every patty I consume. Until 
then, I must rely on the kind assertions of 
strangers. Anthony Gambino told me the 
Burger Boss patties are made from “young 
cows that fall in the top 8 percent of all angus 
beef... harvested on the Illinois/Iowa 
borders” that are grass fed and then grain 
finished to give the beef what he called 
“superior flavor and marbling.” I appreciate 
the attention to detail, but worry that flavor 
has been rendered out of the thin patties by 
overcooking them to well-done. The taste 



of the Boss’s beef is certainly better than the 
beef they serve at run-of-the-mill fast-food 
establishments, but it was a bit on the dense 
side. Price-wise, the burgers start at $4.09 
for a single and $4.89 for a two-patty option. 

I recommend that one order at least two 
patties. A great burger is only as good as its 
beef-to-bun ratio; order a single and suddenly 
you’ll find yourself on a brioche bun safari 
looking for lost meat. 


The bun: I quite admire the pil- 
lowy brioche bun baked by a J 
North Shore bakery (which 
bakery exactly I may never 
know, as the Gambinos 
claim it is a trade secret). I I 

could lay my big Burgerelli 
noggin to sleep on the egg- 
rich crumb. The Boss also of- 
fers a whole wheat and a pretzel 
option for an upcharge of 
25 cents and 50 cents, respectedly

bits of skin on the ends. I liked them too, but 
did wish for a thicker cut. 

The fixings: Mouth-watering toppers include 
cage-free fried eggs, guacamole and blue 
cheese (each 90 cents). There are also 
some pre-set flavor combinations. 

I tried the Bleu Boss burger (I 
understand that is also what 
Jay Z and Beyonce call their 
i baby daughter) featuring blue 
cheese, sauteed mushroom, 
golden caramelized grilled 
onion, lettuce and mayo ($4.99 
for a single). The assertive, stinky 
cheese was nicely balanced by the 
mellow sweetness of the onion. 


The fries: Typically, I prefer a heftier fry 
cut— shoestrings are best left where they 
belong— but sweet potato fries are often 
soggy when cut thick. The Boss’s ($3) glisten 
with sea salt crystals, puff a sweet squash-like 
perfume and are exquisite, some of the best 
I have ever eaten. The regular french fries 
($2.10) were also well-salted and golden, with 


Everything else: I was quite moved by the 
service at Burger Boss. The very helpful 
cashier not only guided me through the or- 
dering process, answered all my strange ques- 
tions about beef provenance and, unbidden, 
brought a sample of the creamy cinnamon-y 
pumpkin shake to my table, but she also gra- 
ciously mopped up some root beer my dining 
companion clumsily spilled. 



Bottom line: Service is quick and inviting. 
Given a choice between a stop at a chain 
burger joint and Burger Boss, the Boss reigns 
supreme. But, in the quick-service burger 
arena, the Boss patty isn’t quite as well-grid- 
dled as that of Five Guys, or as flavorful as 
the specimens at M Burger. But, then again, 
those establishments do not have the great 
brioche bun or the great sweet potato fries of 
Burger Boss.
